"Our driver education courses 
may ba more important to the 
future of our children than a1 
gebra and some of the other 
courses which ara required for 
graduation. We should also make 
driver education a required course 
for completion of high achoo! 
education."

HARRISBURG (AP) - If you 
live ta Kentucky and buy a box 
of pretzels made ta Chicago, 
don't be surprised if you find 
words "Reg. Penna. Dept. of 
Agriculture" printed on the box. 
A similar experience recently 
happened to a southern house­ 
wife and she wondered if the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
was up up "some sort of Yankee 
trick." 
"Why do these Pennsylvani­ 
ans do this? she asked her hus­ 
band, originally a resident of the 
Keystone State. "Who do they 
think they are, making everyone 
register." 
"ADDITIONAL OU ARANTES" 
This housewife is typical of 
the many who write to the Penn­ 
sylvania Department of Agricul­ 
ture demanding an explanation. 
"Tile answer is very simple," 
replied Delmar K. Myers, direc­ 
tor of the department’s Bureau 
of Foods and Chemistry, "and 
I am sure that the customers 


are pleased by the additional 
guarantees the registry gives 
them." 
Myers explains that all baker­ 
ies distributing p r o d u c t s in 
Pennsylvania must register with 
the state and so specify on their 
products’ package or container.

that 
while 
the 
words are not a specific en­ 
dorsement of the product, they 
do assure a purchaser that the 
baker is licensed, that his plant 
is inspected regularly, that the 
weight is accurate and that em ­ 
ployes engaged in the baking un 
dergo m e d i c a l examinations 
twice a year. 
"This registry has been m is­ 
interpreted as a seal of approv­ 
al, which it is not." says Myers.

It is possible to be very near, 
physically, to a great horde of 
people and, at the same time, 
be 
absolutely 
isolated 
from 
them. Nearness has a spiritual 
aspect that few ever realize. 
To be actually near to a per­ 
son, you must be able to gather 
threads from the personality of 
that one and be able to weave 
them into the loom of your own 
ever-weaving tapestry. For, in a 
very large measure, we are of 
the substance of numberless hu 
man strivers. Like the well-re 
membered 
rag rugs of our 
youthful days, that were com 
posed of hundreds of shreds 
from here and there, this char 
acter and personality of ours 
is a combination of the shreds 
of human thought and character 
thai we have pick-up, through 
nearness to others, and made a 
part of all that we are. 
We get nearest to people in 
silence. Silence emigrates. And 
in so doing It whispers some­ 
thing to the soul in secret ses­ 
sion. That’s when we may be 
said to be near to another. 
We are near to people in s o t 
row. when words fail us, and 
only ourselves radiate to the 
heart of the stricken one. We 
are nearest to ourselves when 
we come to see our faults and 
virtues as though naked.

O f Cancer In Pa. A t 74

COATESVILLE. Pl. (AP) - 
In a quiet bedroom of a rela­ 
tive’s cozy home here, the last 
of the train robbers who ter­ 
rorized the west, William L. 
(Wild Bill) Carlisle lies dying of 
cancer. 
‘‘Wild BSI” no longer describes 
tht 
74-year-odd 
man, 
tired 
and wasted by disease, who ad* 
mils that if he had his life to 
live over again, he would not have 
made himself a “ Robin Hood of 
the Rails” with a price on his 
bead. 
Carlisle was 25 when he robbed 
his 
first 
train, 
the 
Oregon 
Washington! Limited just out of 
Green River. Wyo., in Feb., 1916. 
Using a handkerchief as a mask 
and armed with a cheap pistol, 
he forced a train official to pass 
the hat among his passengers 
Ladies and children did not 
have to contribute. 
STARTED LEGEND 
He escaped with less than 
HOO, and this first raid became 
the pattern for the three more 
robberies on the Union Pacific 
line. 
His politeness, the w h i t e 
handerchief, and his flair 
such as mailing a stolen watch 
chain to the police as proof that 
they were holding the wrong 
man as a suspect—started the 
legend. 
Thousands of dollars were 
posted for his capture, while 
Fred Mazzulla, a Denver attor 
Bey who collects outlaw tales, 
says that Carlisle got exactly 
$1,023.32 for his efforts. 
BSCAPED ONCE 
He was caught and convicted 
in ISIS, was sentenced to life, 
but escaped after three years, 


was recaptured, and s e t t l e d 
down this time to work and 
study. He became prison librar­ 
ian and developed an interest in 
religion b e f o r e being paroled 
for good conduct. 
In 1947 he received a com­ 
plete pardon. He was a changed 
man. He worked in a gas sta­ 
tion and later ran his own tour­ 
ist camp near Laramie, Wyo.; 
his “ bad-man” reputation at­ 
tracted customers. 
In 
the 
meantime, 
Carlisle 
married, and the couple adopt 
ed a daughter, now married. 
Two years ago his wife died, 
he moved back to Pennsylvania, 
where he was born, to live with 
a niece, Mrs. Hilda Cammia. 
Mrs. Cammie’s training as a 
professional nurse has sustained 
Carlisle during his tortured re­ 
cent months. 
Before his illness, he made a 
tour of the west, collecting data 
to r e v i s e an autobiography 
which had run into technical 
publishing problems. C a n c e r 
ended the revision project. 
What does he think of his wild 
youth? 
“ Crazy.” he said. “ Would I do 
it over? No. I've given it a lot 
of thought in the last year—in 
fact in the last 20 years. I'va 
had it so much better! It makes 
a man see what he missed.’ 
Why did he rob at all? For 
the money, only $1,000* 
“ No. I don't know. Just to 
keep going. Just a wild idea." 
And was he glad that his ear 
ly crimes were getting so much 
attention? 
“ Yes,” he said, “ It’s a study 
Everything I’ve done since I got 
out of this trash shows there 
wasn't anything in it. I’ve had 
a far better life working for my 
self and others."

down by President Johnson's 
cutback in plutonium production 
may be converted into hufe ci­ 
vilian electric power plants. 
Tbs Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion considers the conversion to 
be technically feasible and has 
invited utility firms to under­ 
take studies, at their own ex­ 
pense, of the economic and en­ 
gineering problems involved. 
Two reactors soon to be with­ 
drawn from producing plutoni­ 
um — one at AEC's Hanford, 
Wash., installation and the oth­ 
er at Savannah River, S.C. — 
have been offered for commer­ 
cial power generation.

An AEC official said the two 
have the capability of deliver­ 
ing "many hundreds of mega­ 
watts" of electric power — that 
la, many hundreds of millions of 
watts — if the shift to peaceful 
use can be carried through. 
This would suggest a capacity 
larger than any of the 13 nu­ 
clear plants now producing 
commercial power. 
At Savannah River, one group 
of ll Southern utility companies 
has signed an agreement with 
AEC to tartest $300,000 to $400.- 
OOO in studying the feasibility of 
taking our the heavy • water 
type reactor scheduled to be 
shut down about July I. 
Two other groups have indi­ 
cated interest in this reactor, 
coe of them representing a 
number of rural electrical co- 
ope.

ToEntertain/AddsPrestige

NEW YORK (AP)—Bay a tick­ 
et and support your favorite 
charity. 
Pay $15 to $1,000, dress to the 
hilt and whoop it up in opulence 
while flash bulbs pop and so­ 
ciety writers struggle with spell­ 
ing your name right 
The Charity ball, a social in­ 
stitution burgeoning at a fan­ 
tastic rate since World War n, 
is a comparatively painless way 
to contribute to medical re­ 
search, cultural projects, politi­ 
cal parties, exiled nobility, or­ 
phaned children and beleaguered 
animals. 
It is an excellent vehicle for 
increasing personal prestige, a 
convenient method of entertain­ 
ing. And it is tax deductible. 
A COURT'S CONC I RN 
Recently, however, weH-beeled 
peaty-goers, 
commercial 
spon­ 
sors and hard-working members 
of organizations presenting these 
functions have been looking hard 
at the high cost of giving the 
ball and asking, 
"Is charity getting enough?** 
Recently, 
the 
N.Y. 
State 
Supreme Court asked that same 
question in examining the pro­ 
ceeds raised by the Renaissance 
of Youth Foundation Ball. It de­ 
cided that charity was not 
Of the $17,000 raised at $50 
a plate among New York's gilt 
edged society a mere $6,500 
reached the coffers of the in 
tended charity. While vehement 
ly protesting any mishandling 
of funds, the promoters agreed 
to abandon the ball. 
NO SIT FORMULA 
Hie incident in this city, where 
upwards of 120 such society func­ 
tions are held annually, served 
to sharpen concern over what is 
charity's just due. 
"There is no set formula for 
determining the proper appro­ 
priation of fund-raisers." ex 
parts summoned by the Supreme 
Courts agreed.

From my own exper 
ience I know that money can be 
drained off through kickbacks 
from hotels, caterers, florists, 
wine merchants and others to 
the publicist or benqust manager

Yet any Tiny who has toiled 
for a fund-raising event is aware 
that expenses can soar legislate 
ly in the course of outshining 
the last shindig. 
Spectacular themes rivaling 
Florens Ziegfeld productions, de­ 
cor by no less than Cecil Beaton, 
not only THE chic orchestra, 
but several others, transported 
to the scene by charter plane, 
Paris models and the designers, 
some really big stars, entertain­ 
ers and fabulously expensive fa­ 
vors — all this to provide breath 
less chatter for the next day's 
society columnists, and thereby 
insure the next season's sue 
cess, costs money even with 
some talent contributed. 
THRU SPONSORS 
Without the help of three spon­ 
sors, the total cost of April in 
Paris Ball in 1960 would have 
been nearly IM,006. This ten 
year-old affair originated by the 
party-tosser extraordinaire, the 
late 
Etea 
Maxwell, 
attracts 
comers at $300 a couple. Yet 
despite its colossal costs, the 
ball netted $200,000 more for 
variety 
of 
French-American 
charities. And it has dene even 
better by another $160,600 In the 


two years since. 
In Miami, Fin. M ariana Rey­ 
nolds in assuming the chairman­ 
ship of the Heart Ball a few 
years back, dented her tobacco 
money by absorbing some of the 
costs. For the April hi Paris 
Sail last year Mrs. Alfred Levitt 
took over the decorating Job as 
well as the financial respon­ 
sibility for it. 
Two-pound, glossy programs 
fat with socalled "good will*' 
ads, as well as sponsoring com­ 
mutes seeking a social image 
or itself or its products are 
other areas of revenue for the 
charity ball. 
WHY DORS HI BUTT 
Still the crux of the charity 
mil’s financial success is the 
ticket buyer, and the competition 
for his signed checks grows with 
each new whingding crowding 
on to the social calendar. 
His motives for attending may 
be more political, business, and 
social than charitable. 
A few years ago another vet 
eran Miami charity ball chair­ 
man, Mrs. Robert I. Greene, at 
tributed the popularity of these 
social events to the vanishing 
servant 
and 
smaller homes, 
which preclude lavish entertain­ 
ing. 
0IDUCTIILI PARTY 
Now the host with the where­ 
withal purchases a table for ten 
and repays his social obligations 
with no fuss, no muss, and plen­ 
ty of prestige. If be can think 
of a plausible excuse for his ab­ 
see, he can miss his own 
party. 
Best of all, and thanks to 
charity, the party is tax deduct 
hie. if the ball’s expenses are 
underwritten by private donors 
or commercial firms. But only 
part of it is deductible when the 
party's expenses are paid out of 
the gross 
Sometimes the labor involved 
in selling tickets, ads for pro­ 
grams, seeking gifts as game 
prizes, and seeing to the myriad 
details of arranging the ball do 
not seem worth the net cash 
raised.

He made the remarks in a 
keynote speech prepared for a 
special one-day Mental Health 
Conference here.

The session is sponsored by

Inc.; Pennsylvania Association 
Association for Retarded Chil­ 
dren; the Office of M e n t a l 
Health and Mental Retardation 
: Plans. 
“Many 
philosophers 
h a v e 
pointed out to us that there is no 
force to strong as that of an 
idea whose time has come," 
Adams said. “The idea of com­ 
prehensive mental health serv­ 
ices to the mentally ill and men­ 
tally retarded is clearly an idea 
whose time has come." 
Adams said there are two 
“clear and unmistakable” re 
quircments in the e f f e c t i v e 
treatment of the mentally ill 
and retarded. 
“The first is to develop a

Developments during the last 
l l years in natural gas trans­ 
mission. storage and in added 
reserves are good news to users 
in the New York-New Jersey- 
Philadelphia metropolitan area. 
Many residents can remem­ 
ber the fanfare on January 16, 
ISSI, when natural gas roached 
New York City. It had traveled 
from Texas bv means of the 
longest single project pipeline 
ever built. In the ceremony that 
January day at a meter station 
beside the Hudson at 134th St., 
the gas was turned on, a token 
jet lighted, and speeches made 
by dignitaries. 
The natural gas transmission 
operation was then forgotten. 
People may give a passing 
thought to the utility company 
which sells them the gas. But 
the supplier who moves natural 
gas across the continent to the 
city gates usually remains un 
known. 
In 
the 
metropolitan 
area 
many people are familiar with 
the 
various 
phases 
of 
the 
growth of natural gas usage. 
Thousands of homes have con­ 
verted from other fuels, la 
most areas more than 90 per 
cent of the new boules are gas­ 
hes ted. This growth in use baa 
been accompanied by develop­ 
ment of new appliances and re 
filament of old. 
These 
ar 
phenomena of the last ll years. 
Parallel to these signs visible 
Id the consumer, the tranemis- 
sion system supplying the met­ 
ropolitan area has grown stead­ 
ily — and significantly. 
In the New York City area, 
for instance, the most evident 
developments were a crossing 
from Staten Island under The 
Narrows to Brooklyn and, as 
late as three years ago. a second 
dual crossing af the Hudson. 
Th# newest underwater double 
line is at 72nd St. 
For a number af years now 
the Transcontinental Gas Pipe 
Line 
supplying 
the 
metropoli­ 
tan area has been expanding at 
the rate of approximately $75 
million a year. What once was 
a Magi# 30” line from 1,842 
miles deep In Texas to the Hud- 
am and the Narrows hat now 
become, for many miles, a com­ 
plex system consisting of ooe 
SI** diameter line paralleled by 
two 96” diamete r lines. The orig 
tnal system had 19 compressor 
stations to move the natural gas 
along at a constant speed of 15 
miles per hour. The present en 


larged system requires 90 main 
line compressor stations and 
about a dozen more on supply 
laterals down in the natural gas 
country. 
UNDCRGROUND STO*AOI 
Storing natural gas under­ 
ground in depleted gas produc­ 
ing areas of Pemsyivania has 
become an important part of 
the job. The local utility com­ 
panies have large space heating 
loads in winter which would be 
costly to serve if pipeline facil­ 
ities had to be built for peak 
coldest day requirements. 
The chief metropolitan sup­ 
plier, Transco, for short, has de­ 
veloped a sort of ‘‘Christmas 
Club” whereby the utility com 
panics authorize the transmit 
sion company to store gas for 
their accounts in the low load 
periods of summer. The trans 
mission company then delivers 
this gas on call in the winter 
from the nearby storage fields 
Last 
winter, 
for example, 
Transco had 415,452,000 cubic 
feet of storage gat available 
daily to the metropolitan area 
in their enlarged storage facil 
ities in Pennsylvania. This will 
be increased by 75,421,000 for 
the winter of 1962-63, and the 
same company it now seeking 
authorization to construct facil 
Hies to provide additional stor 
age service of 146,000,000 cubic 
feet per day. 
’n addition the same trans- 
a salon • company Is contam 
.ating another type of storage 
to benefit the metropolitan coo 
tuner. This would be a $14 to 
HS million liquid methane plant 
and storage facility in the Hack 
ansack meadows. Natural gas 
would ba converted to liquid 
methane at the plant and stored 
for use during peak winter pe­ 
riods 
At such a plant the natural 
gas would ba changed to liquid 
methane by cooling it to 256 de­ 
grees below zero, Fahrenheit 
The liquid methane, which is 
600 times less in volume than 
the gas, would then be stored 
in above ground tanks similar 
to those at gasoline refineries

HUNDREDS OF 
JETS POISED 
TO HIT CUBA 


By FRID t. HOFFMAN 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Hun­ 
dreds of U.S. jet fighter bomb­ 
ers and attack planes — each 
capable of burling tons of ex 
plosives — are poised within 
striking reach of Cuba, a check 
disclosed Thursday. 
A significant force of these 
high speed, powerfully armed 
U.S. jets could be over carefully 
pinpointed Cuban antiaircraft 
missile batteries within minutes 
of any order to go. 
Some of them are posted at 
Air Force and Navy bases in 
Florida. Others are aboard two 
big aircraft carriers now in the 
Mayport, Fit., area. 
WARN CUBA 
President Johnson, the State 
Department and other U.S. off! 
cial and unofficial sources have 
been warning Cuba of possible 
serious consequences if Fidel 
Castro follows through on his 
threat to shoot down American 
reconnaissance planes. 
These U.S. 
warnings have 
been prompted by a belief that 
the Soviets may be about to turn 
over to the Cubans 24 complexes 
of SA2 antiaircraft missiles. 
It was such a missile, able to 
roach 60,000 feet, that downed 
a high altitude U.S. U2 recon 
naissance plane over Cuba at 
the peak of the 1962 crisis. 
SWIFT BLOW 
Pentagon sources said no pre 
cautionary alerts have been or 
dered. 
The most probable form of re 
taliation, observers b e l i e v e , 
would be a swift blow to knock 
out one or more of the Cuban 
antiaircraft missile complexes. 
Almost certainly it would be 
a high explosive attack, al­ 
though all the U.S. jets are 
capable of nuclear warfare. 
Coming in low under radar, 
the American fighter bombers 
attack jets could hit fast 
and bard before the defenses 
conk! react, sources said.

U n first practical use of gas 
tai modern times was for street 
lighting. When William Mur­ 
dock, a British engineer and in­ 
ventor, lighted his cottage with 
manufactured gas in 1792, he 
literally opened up a whole new 
industry and changed the living 
habits of the civilized world.

The bill provides 8461 million 
less than Congress appropriat­ 
ed for defense last year and Is 
8712 million less than President 
Johnson requested in his Janu­ 
ary budget message.

VIRGINIA BEACH, Va. (AP) 
— When a man enters her small 
shop and announces “ I’d like to 
see a gunsmith,’’ Louise Hadsell 
braces herself for the quip or re­ 
tort she might likely receive 
when she answers, “ I’m one.” 
In the years since she first 
took up her unusual vocation, 
Louise has transformed a wave 
of skeptics into ardent admirers, 
some of whom phone her fre­ 
quently from all over the coun­ 
try seeking her expert advice. 
Besides being a well-known 


expert on guns, she’s bookkeep­ 
er, salesman, liaison, secretary 
and general handyman for a 
sports service shop started by 
her late father-in-law. 
Louise and her husband, Her­ 
bert Hadsell. plus a team of 
male gunsmiths, repair or re­ 
build approximately 3,000 guns 
a year. Some are sent from as 
far away as Texas and New 
England to receive the special 
attention their shop gives to dou­ 
ble barrel guns

“ Double barrel specialists are 


rare,” Louise says. “ My father* 
in law was smart when he ad­ 
vised us to stick to them and the 
obsolete models.” 
The tiny workshop which nes­ 
tles unobtrusively behind a row 
of small homes “ just across the 
tracks” in London Bridge houses 
a surprising number of weapons, 
some of which were deemed “im- 
fixable” by other gunsmiths 
When Herbert Hadsell lasses 
his wife good-bye in the morning 
and sets off on his regular Job 
as electrical inspector for the 
city of Virginia Beach, the little 
lady he leaves behind sets mer­ 
rily about her daily chores. This 
means a quick trip from their 
Trantwood Shores home to the 
shop where she “ manages the 
store” from 8 to 8. 
Louise is quite emphatic when 


stating a preference between 
housework and gunsmithing. 
“I hate housework!’’ she says 
wielding her tools with the same 
finesse a housewife might use to 
wield her vacuum cleaner into 
tiny corners. 
Louise was married to Herbert 
in IDSO while he was in the Navy. 
Before then she had held down 
such Jobs as executive secretary 
for a purchasing agent in a 
southern furniture factory, book­ 
keeper for an insurance agency 
and secretary to a contractor. 
With her unusual work sched­ 
ule. Louise doesn’t find much 
time for being what she calls 
a normal wife.

“There are no normal days
